I t has been 
a season of many uncertainties; 
never 
has there been a season with so many 
difficulties; first we hail tho 
extremely 
cold weather, when the oranges in other 
districts were 
damaged 
by 
frost, 
tho 
navel market then rallied and remained 
very good, considering 
the amount 
of 
fruit there was to move, until the cam­ 
paign for economy, which 
immediately 
followed the entrance of this 
country 
into the world war, spread 
throughout 
the country, tha shortage of shook and 
cars was tho reason of light 
valoncin 
shipments and correspondingly a better 
Valencia price early in the season. With 
more cars, and shook, came larger ship­ 
ments, and this increase just at the time 
the oranges came in competition 
with 
fresh home grown fruits of tho Eastern 
states 
resulted 
fn 
a 
decline 
in 
the 
valoncia 
prices, and 
with 
the 
large 
amount o) 
fruit yet 
to ship, and the 
greater amount yet unsold, we do not 
look for any great increase in the price 
of the late valencias. 
We consider the 
handling of the citrus crop of this sea­ 
son, 
which was twenty-eight 
per cent 
larger than any preceding year, a grout 
credit to the Central Exchange and the 
various 
associations 
affiliated 
with 
it 
as it is this kind of a season that brings 
to the front tho advantages of the co­ 
operative system. 


W,n have made three very much need 
cd improvements in the packing house 
during the past season; first, we built 
out the southwest corner of the packing 
house, giving us 600 additional square 
feet of floor space, this space being nec­ 
essary 
in handling 
tho largo crop 
of 
both navels and valencias; second, ear­ 
ly in the summer it was decided to put 
in new supports, foundations, walls, etc., 
where needed, and to cement tho entire 
basement 
floor, 
an improvement 
much 
needed, as all shook, papr, nails, labels, 
etc., are stored in tho basement; third, 
later in the summer, when the valencias 
practically as a whole turned green, it 
was thought best to isstall a complete 
sweating plant of a permanent 
nature, 
and we are glad to s a y that the sweat­ 
ing of the later valencias has material­ 
ly increased tho returns to the growers, 
The directors in this organization arc 
William Bowring, president; W. II.

IN HEART OF BUSINESS DISTRICT

It was a matter of pure luck, coupled 
with hard work on the part of 
firemen, 
that 
prevented 
the heart of 
the 
city 
of 
Covina 
from 
burning 
on 
Tuesday 
night. 
The burning of tho great ware­ 
house of the San Gabriel Valley 
Mill­ 
ing Company endangered 
the 
whole 
town, but it was a still night, and the 
firemen 
confined 
the 
fire 
within 
the 
concrete walls of the building. 


The 
fire 
started 
originally 
in 
tha( 
afternoon 
of, Tuesday. 
Flames 
were 
seen 
issuing 
from 
around 
the 
snioke- 
stack thnt loads 
from 
the boiler 
and 
machinery used in the mill. 
The work 
of Chief Frank Kendall's men was done 
quietly and efficiently 
and no sign of 
lire could bo found after they hud been 
working for about a half hour. 


Tho lire must have been smouldering 
in tho 
rafters 
all 
the afternoon 
and 
evening. 
Just 
about 
midnight 
tho 
members of the Eastern Star, who woro 
going homo, discovered that tho build­ 
ing was all in flames. 
When tho fire­ 
men arrived the building at that, time 
was afire from end to end. 


Chief Kendall 
directed two 
streams 
from tho big pumping engine, and very 
shortly 
had 
tho 
fire 
confined 
within 
tho concrete walls. 
Tho building is 125 
feet long and 30 feet 
wide, and it is 
connected with the main, front 
build­ 
ing by a narrow overhead passageway. 
This communication came near to being 
the cause of burning tho front building 
as well, but the wator poured onto it 
by tho firemen drove the flames back. 


Great danger to the big hay-barn of 
the milling company was the ever-pres­ 
ent mennce until the fire was complete­ 
ly extinguished. 
If the hay-barn had 
caught fire it is probable that tho Arj^i 
building, 
the 
post-office 
and 
possibly 
business blocks on Citrus avenue would 
have gone up in smoke. 
The hay-barn 
is piled to the roof with, baled hay. 


The 
warehouse 
that 
was

was partly filled with wheat and other 
grain.

out. quickly, and nfter the building had 
boon soaked with water thoro was no 
ftro left in the grain.

made the

ment that the building and its contont.H 
were fully insured. 
He also said that, 
the 
loss of 
tho warehouse would 
not 
keep the company from 
filling 
all or­ 
ders of customers, as the company will 
buy elsewhere until new stocks can bo 
ordered. 


One of the severest losses was that 
of the barley-rolling machinery, 
which 
was la tho burnod building. 
This ma­ 
chinery 
is difficult 
of 
replacement, 
it 
probably being necessary to send to tho 
Atlantic coast for it.
